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Yesterday,  a  sophomore  from 
a  denominational  college  larger 
thian  PC  came  to  my  office  and 
said  that  he,  as  a  visitor,  had 
e.xperienced  much  more  friend- 
liness here  than  on  the  campus 
where  he  had  been  a  student  in 
good  standing  for  the  past  two 
years.  He  expressed  the  belief 
that  the  life  on  this  campus 
would  be  happier  and  richer  in 
friendly  associations,  and  he  paid 
a  $10.00  room  reservation  fee 
with  the  understanding  that  he 
would  be  placed  on  our  waiting 
list  for   September  enrollment. 

The  day  before,  a  lady  from 
a  neighboring  state  whose  daugh- 
ter graduates  from  a  famous  col- 
lege next  month,  told  me  that 
she  is  quite  familiar  with  the 
numerous  college  campuses  of  her 
state,  and  that  none  of  them  have 
student  bodies  which  exhibit  the 
cordial  hospitality  characteristic 
of  the  PC  students. 

The  individuals  composing  stu- 
dent bodies  and  faculties  change, 
but  each  institution  has  distin- 
guishing characteristics  which 
abide.  You  Alumni  helped  PC  to 
develop  a  spirit  which  has  such 
appeal  that,  in  this  time  when 
many  colleges  are  distressed  by 
decreasing  enrollments,  PC  al- 
ready has  paid  room  reservations 
for  every  dormitory  space  avail- 
able for  next  September. 

This  summer  we  expect  to  ac- 
cept applications  from  unusual- 
ly desirable  students  who  will 
be  told  that  they  can  have  such 
places  as  may  be  available  as 
students  now  registered  go  into 
military  service,  or  for  some 
other  reasons  release  their  pres- 
ent reservations. 

When  W.  C.  Grafton  '30,  now 
a  successful  attorney  of  Louis- 
ville, Ky.  was  student  editor  of 
the  Blue  Stocking,  he  wrote  an 
advertisement  for  PC  which 
read:  "Where  Friendship  and 
Knowledge  Go  Hand  in  Hand,  a 
Friendly  Faculty  and  a  Friendly 
Student  Body."  The  present  stu- 
dent body  has  maintained  this 
democratic,  friendly  spirit  which 
you     helped     to     establish     here. 
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Three  Alumni  Receive  Degrees 

Seniors  Make  Graduation  March 
June  1-2  in  PC's  71  st  Commencement 


Four  prominent  Presbyterian 
mininsters  and  an  educator  will 
share  the  spotlight  with  61  grad- 
uating seniors  at  Presbyterian 
College's  71st  commencement  ex- 
ercises, June  1-2. 

Three  of  the  special  guests  are 
alumni  being  singled  out  for  hon- 
orary degrees. 

The  61  candidates  for  regular 
degrees  represent  the  smallest 
graduating  class  in  recent  years 
at  PC  (compared  to  108  last  year). 
It  is  the  result  of  the  addition  of 
the  12th  grade  in  South  Carolina 
high  schools  four  years  ago 
which  meant  no  high  school  grad- 
uating classes  were  available  for 
college  that  year. 

Principal  speakers  for  the  71st 
commencement  program  are:  the 
Rev.  Patrick  D.  Miller,  pastor  of 
Atlanta's  Druid  Hills  Presbyter- 
ian Church,  who  will  deliver  the 
baccalaureate  sermon  on  June  1 ; 
and  Dr.  Frank  H.  Caldwell,  pres- 
ident of  Louisville  Theological 
Seminary,  who  is  scheduled  to 
give  the  commencement  address 
on   June  2. 


Honorary  doctor  of  divinity  de- 
grees will  be  awarded  the  Rev. 
Harry  K.  Holland  '26  of  Marietta, 
Ga.,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  K. 
Douglas  '22  of  'Walterboro,  S.  C. 
An  honorary  doctor  of  laws  de- 
gree will  be  given  Ross  Lynn  '31 
of   Memphis,   Tenn. 

Holland  is  pastor  of  Marietta's 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  a  post 
he  has  held  since  1947.  Prior  to 
that  he  served  the  Raeford  (N. 
C.)  Church,  the  Plaza  Church  of 
Charlotte  and  churches  in  Con- 
yers  and  Srr^yrna,  Ga.  He  re- 
ceived his  BD  from  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary  in   1929. 

Douglas  has  served  as  pastor 
of  the  Bethel  Presbyterian 
Church  of  'Walterboro  since  1946. 
He  came  to  this  pulpit  following 
four  years'  of  service  as  an  army 
chaplain  in  'World  'War  H.  And 
since  receiving  his  BD  from  Co- 
lumbia Seminary  in  1925,  he  also 
has  been  pastor  of  the  Olivet 
Church  of  McConnellsville,  S.  C, 
and  of  churches  in  Manning  and 
Seneca,  S.  C. 


Lynn  is  head  of  the  Presbyter- 
ian Day  School  in  Memphis — a 
school  he  helped  to  found  last 
year  and  one  which  already  has 
received  favorable  recognition. 
Before  going  to  Memphis,  he  held 
the  deanship  of  Darlington 
School  in  Rome,  Ga.

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Alumni  contributions  made

It  had  been  19  years  since  PC's 
last  taste  of  victory  in  the  color- 
ful intercollegiate  track  meet,  so 
triumph  this  year  bore  a  partic- 
ularly   sweet   flavor. 

The  Blue  Stocking  did  it  the 
hard  way  in  coming  from  behind 
to  nose  out  Clemson,  55  to  51  2/3, 
in  the  final  event  of  the  after- 
noon.   The    University    of    Soutli 


Carolina  wound  up  with  39  points; 
The  Citadel,  11  1/3;  and  Furman, 
8. 

Clemson  was  ahead  by  2/3 
points  going  into  the  last  event, 
the  dramatic  one-mile  relay.  But 
with  the  chips  down,  the  Hose 
team  of  Ray  Smith  of  McClellan- 
ville,  J.  T.  McQueen  of  Mullins, 
Curtis    Freeman    of   Clinton    and 


Tommy  Jordan  of  Bishopville, 
ran  away  with  first  place  and  the 
meet. 

Coach  Lonnie  S.  McMillian, 
who  won  his  fifth  meet  and  first 
since  1933  (other  victory  years: 
1927,  1930,  1931  and  1933),  saw 
his  small  team  capture  eight  of 
1he  15  first  places  but  almost 
lose  from  lack  of  depth  which 
has  always  been  a  threat. 

E.  M.  Watt  of  Sumter  turned  in 
the  star  performance  with  vic- 
tories in  both  hurdles  and  the 
broad  jump.  He  was  high-scorer 
for  the  meet  with  15  points. 

Closely  following  in  the  spot- 
light came  Jordan,  with  blazing 
wins  in  the  100  and  220-yard 
dashes  and  as  anchor  man  on  the 
relay. 

Other  PC  first-place  winners 
were  Ken  Horn  of  Akron,  Ind., 
in  the  discus  and  Charlie  Smith 
of  Mullins  in  the  high  jump.  Sec- 
ond places  went  to  these  Hose- 
men:  Johnny  Thurman  of  At- 
lanta, 220;  Horn,  shot  put;  and 
Freeman,  440. 
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TENNIS- 

Presbyterian  came  through  as 
expected  to  wrap  up  its  12th  con- 
secutive state  tennis  title  and 
close  a  successful  season  of  10 
wins  and  6  losses. 

Frank  Spears  of  Greenville, 
the  team's  number  one  man  all 
year,  found  little  trouble  in  mov- 
ing to  his  second  singles  title  in 
a  row.  He  also  grabbed  part  of 
the  doubles  prize  (teamed  with 
Bill  Toole  of  Nashville),  but  not 
until  teammates  Joe  Dodd  of 
Rome,  Ga.,  and  Bill  Bradley, 
of  Bradenton,  Fla.,  had  extended 
them  all  the  way  to  five  sets  in 
the  all-PC  finals. 

Spears  defeated  Dodd  for  the 
singles  crown  after  Dodd  had 
scored  two  upsets  to  move  into 
the  final  round. 

In  regular  season  play,  Coach 
Jim  Leighton  led  his  squad 
against  several  big  colleges  and 
emerged  with  a  successful  overall 
record. 


BASEBALL- 

On  any  good  afternoon,  PC 
baseballers  proved  hard  to  stop. 
But  typical  of  rookie-dominated 
outfits,  there  were  bad  after 
noons,   too. 

The  Blue  Stocking  wound  up 
with  a  10-10  win-loss  record  and 
the  prospects  of  finding  truth  in 
'wait  until  next  year." 

Sophomore  Firstbaseman  Don 
Hattaway  of  Brunswick,  Ga., 
starred  most  consistently  as  he 
led  the  team  hitting  with  an  aver- 
age of  around  .400.  He  was  the 
oldest  man  in  an  infield  com- 
posed the  rest  of  the  way  of 
freshmen;  Luther  Welch  of  Bish- 
opvill  at  second;  Bob  Ford  of 
Augusta,  Ga.,  at  shortstop;  and 
George   Blue   of   Union    at   third. 

First-year  men  also  dominated 
the  battery  material.  Jennings 
Roberts  of  Georgetown  handled 
the  catching,  much  of  it  from 
freshman  lefthanders  Harry  Ham- 
ilton of  Seneca  and  Don  Berry 
of  Augusta.  Sophomore  Bobby 
Matthews  of  Manning  led  the 
hurlers   with   three  victories   and 


Soph    Kelly    Borgh    of    DeLand, 
Fla.,    also    pitched   effectively. 

The  outfield  found  old  re- 
liables Kirby  Jackson  of  Sumter 
and  Dick  Weldon  and  Byron 
King,  both  of  Bennettsville,  form- 
ing a  "tar-bucket"  combination 
and  steadying  influence  as  the 
only  three  seniors. 

GOLF- 

A  record  of  six  wins,  two  losses 
and  a  tie  is  the  best  any  PC  golf 
team  has  posted  in  a  number  of 
years. 

Except  for  the  tie  with  Rollins, 
the  Hosemen  had  at  least  one 
win  against  every  college  played. 
They  lost  to  Wofford  and  Clem- 
son  after  having  thoroughly 
iiounced  both  in  earlier  matches. 

Furman  and  Erskine  bit  the 
dust  twice  each. 

Pacing  Presbyterian  on  the 
links  were:  W.  J.  McBrayer  of 
Rome,  Ga.;  Bobby  Edens  of 
Lumberton,  N.  C;  Bill  Mclntyre 
of  Maxton,  N.  C:  and  Mike 
Sholar  of  Greensboro,  N.  C. 


BASKETBALL- 

Immediately  after  the  cage  re- 
port in  the  winter  issue,  Presby- 
terian's high-scoring  basketball 
team  went  on  to  capture  the  Lit- 
tle Four  championship,  finish  in 
a  tie  for  first  in  the  state  and 
post  several  new  records. 

The  Blue  Stockings  whipped 
arch-rival  'Wofford,  84-76,  for  the 
tournament  championship  in  the 
season  finale.  That  set  the  mark 
at  21  wins  against  only  7  de- 
feats, which  was  good  enough 
to  tie  Furman  for  the  overall 
state  title. 

Along  the  way,  PC  piled  up 
2,180  points  to  break  its  state 
scoring  record  established  the 
year  before.  And  Forward 
Dwight  Groninger  accounted  for 
two   more  records. 

He  was  chosen  All-South  Caro- 
lina for  the  fourth  consecutive 
year  to  become  the  only  player 
ever  to  be  honored  that  many 
times.  Groninger  also  produced  a 
four-year  total  of  1,543  points  for 
an  all-time  career  scoring  record.

Gallantry  in  action  in  Korea 
recently  brought  two  Presbyter- 
ian College  alumni-at-arms  the 
Silver  Star,  America's  third 
highest   combat  award. 

Lt.  Col.  James  L.  Gulp  '39  (hus- 
band of  the  former  Catherine 
Bryson  '42)  has  been  awarded 
his  second  Silver  Star  of  the  Ko- 
rean campaign  for  heroism  under 
fire  as  commander  of  the  Second 
Division's  3rd  Battalion,  9th 
Regiment.  He  previously  had 
been  cited  for  action  on  "Bloody 
Rindge"  and  also  holds  a  Bronze 
Star  for  meritorious  achieve- 
ment. 

Col.  Culp  is  now  off  the  front, 
and  Catherine  sailed  in  April 
with  their  four  children  to  join 
him  in  Japan. 

1st  Lt.  William  R.  Madden,  Jr. 

'48  received  a  Silver  Star  for  vol- 
unteering to  fly  as  an  observer 
in  an  unarmed  plane  and  direct- 
ing artillery  fire  upon  enemy  sup- 
ply positions  while  his  plane  was 
subjected  to  intense  anti-aircraft 
barrages.  He  is  a  member  of 
Headquarters  Battery,  39th  Field 
Artillery  Battalion  of  the  Third 
Division  and  recently  received 
the  Oak  Leaf  Cluster  to  his  Air 
Medal  in  Korea. 

Also  flying  in  Korea  is  1st  Lt. 
Edward    A.    Walters   '48,    who    is 

serving  as  a  pilot  with  the  71st 
Ordnance  Depot  Company  (APO 
301).  Around  the  first  of  April 
he  wrote: 

"I'm  about  25  miles  north  of 
Seoul  in  an  area  that  was  once  a 
big  U.  S.  camp  but  there's  only 
lubble  here  now.  I'm  with  an 
ordnance  aviation  maintenance 
outfit  as  pilot — that's  right  I 
went  through  Army  Aviation 
School  last  year  and  am  now  a 
fly  boy.  The  only  trouble  is  I 
don't  get  enough  flying  because, 
in  addition  to  my  other  duties, 
I'm  the  depot  supply  officer  here. 
We  supply  all  of  the  aircraft,  sup- 
plies and  maintenance  for  all 
army  type  aircraft  in  the  theater. 
I  draw  directly  on  Air  Force  Sup- 
ply in  Japan  and  everything  is 
airlifted  to  us." 

Maj.    Rex    A.    Wilbanks    '36    is 

now  serving  with  the  U.  S.  Mil- 
itary Advisory  Group  (KMAG)  to 
the  Republic  of  Korea  Army.  His 
unit    assists    the    Korean    officers 


in  training  and  organizing  the 
ROK  Army  and  also  familiarizes 
the  ROK  soldiers  with  American 
equipment  and  tactics.  Maj.  Wil- 
banks arrived  in  Korea  on  April 
23. 


BROOKS  KILLED 

Presbyterian  College  lost 
its  second  alumnus  to  the 
Korean  fighting  with  the 
death  of  Lt.  Commander 
Tommy  B.  Brooks  '41, 
formerly  of  Chester,   S.   C. 

He  was  killed  in  late 
winter  while  serving  in  Ko- 
rean waters  as  the  com- 
mander of  LST  Division 
Twelve. 

Brooks  had  been  in  the 
combat  area  for  several 
months  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  spent  five  years 
in  the  Navy  during  World 
War  II  and  returned  to  ac- 
tive duty  on  Aug.  18,   1950. 

He  entered  Presbyterian 
in  1937,  participated  in 
football  and  track  the  first 
two  years  and  was  gradu- 
ated with  an  AB  degree  in 
1941.  He  was  a  member  of 
Kappa  Alpha  social  fra- 
ternity, the  VFW  and  the 
American  Legion. 

Tommy  was  best  loved 
by  his  friends  for  his 
friendly,  happy  -  go  -  lucky 
disposition  which  dispensed 
good  cheer  wherever  he 
went. 

The  first  PC  alumnus 
killed  in  Korea  was  Lt. 
Alan  Plummer  '50,  who  met 
his  death  soon  after  the 
outbreak  of  fighting.
